wrould h ave had a plentiful supply. 
T he only thing th a t helped us o ut w as 
th e m a n y B ritish a rm y horses we c a p ­ 
tured. 
The Boers w ere certain ly good, 
even to th eir enemies, and It is 
my 
opinion th a t th ey w ould 
h a v e 
b"en 
m ore successful had th ey n ot tre a te d 
th e ir enem ies so well. 
“ W e took a trip to P re to ria one d ay 
to see som e B ritish 
prisoners. 
T h e 
‘prison ’ consisted of sim ply a barbed 
w ire enclosure aro u n d a lot of finely 
fitted out houses. W ith in th e enclosure 
were a lot of B ritish officers playing 
cricket an d football 
an d h a v in g 
a 
fine time, 
while a lot of B oer 
boys 
arm ed w ith rifles acted as sentinels. 
T he officers 
had th e ir se rv a n ts 
to 
groom them u p properly an d they, were 
living b etter there th a n some of th em 
did a t home. 
W’e app roached 
the e n ­ 
closure an d asked one of the p riso n ­ 
ers how th ey w ere using him. 
‘Oh,’ he 
replied lightly, ‘we get ev eryth ing th a t 
is reaso nab le’.” 
T he m en were 
v ery m odest ab o u t 
speaking of their p a rt in 
the 
fight­ 
ing b u t the fact th a t tw’o of th e m w ere 
w ounded would abow th a t th ey w ere 
v ery m uch in it. 
’’W e were on the firing line, to use

England’s butchers’ bill has not been 
completed. The war has cost her many 
lives and untold money, but the loss Is 
Insignificant as compared with w hat It 
will be before the w ar and Its effects 
are over."

"The Boers defeated! 
Why, 
the 
spirit of liberty is never defeated. It 
lives on forever and will never die, 
“ lf 20,000 
farmers 
could Stand 
up 
against over 300,000 
trained soldiers, 
what could a well organised and per- 
feetly disciplined arm y do? 
"The greatest nations of the world 
were fearful of 
the terrible power of 
England. 
Her navy and arm y were 
the terror of the civilized world, but 
now how- different! 
Why. a ono-cent 
republic in South America is not afraid 
of England now'. 
"Defeated! 
Do these men look as lf 
they were defeated? Why, we Irish­ 
men have been defeated for 600 years. 
The vile names called us by England 
are taken aa compliments. 
Why, 
we 
come from a nation 
where a felon’s 
cap is a kingly crown. 
"I am glad to be here to pay 
fay 
humble tribute to these brave men who 
travelled IO.OOO miles for what, for re­

faces the probability th at it will eith­ 
er have to take a aile* of China or go 
without any indemnity. In that case, 
it is positively asserted by high a u ­ 
thorities that America will go without 
indemnity. 
The United States may succeed In 
reducing the demands of 
the 
other 
powers 
arui is now making every ef­ 
fort to that end, but with no Immedi­ 
ate prospect of success. 
Every nation has disavowed a n y .In ­ 
tention of dismembering China, 
hilt 
th a t merely relates to dismemberment 
as a punishment for the Boxer out­ 
rage. No nation has pledged itself to 
avoid taking a course which will soon­ 
er or later make dismemberment in­ 
evitable. 
It Is firmly believed in offi­ 
cial circles in W ashington 
that 
the 
powers 
are 
proceeding 
deliberately 
with the intention of bringing about a 
situation which will compel dismem­ 
berment. 
The whole question hinges 
on the 
amount of tho money indemnity to be 
demanded. While the 
United 
States 
has nut officially set a maximum figure 
for the indemnity, it Is the unofficial 
opinion of some of the highest officers 
of the government th a t $200,000,009 I* , 


all th at China can pay. Tho 
powers 
m e desirous of swelling the indemnity 
to at least twice th a t amount. 
Two courses ai t i ■ rn-ut n a for the 
paym ent of this Indemnity. 
one 
course is to 
exact territorial 
pledges. This 
is the same thing as 
partition, for it simply means a m ort­ 
gage which is certain to be foreclosed. 
The United States will not have an y ­ 
thing to do with this scheme. 
The other plan is to have China Issue 
bonds 
guaranteed 
by the 
power*. 
This, in the opinion 
of the American 
government, means partition Just as 
surely as tho first scheme. The bond 
holders would 
have recourse 
to the 
guarantor, who could not 
fulfil their 
guaiantee except by taking territory, 
The United states will not guarantee 
any bonds nor will it, of course, su r­ 
render Its claim and gfrro China a re­ 
ceipt in full. 
It has, 
therefore, only one 
way of 
getting indemnity. That is, by Induc­ 
ing the other power* 
to reduce their 
demands to an Indemnity which China 
ta able to pay. The adm inistration is 
hopeful of success, but so far ii has 
made no 
progress, and the chances 
seem to be all against It.

“W e took a trip to P re to ria one d ay 
to see som e B ritish 
prisoners.

LOVELY LUNCHEON CREATIONS. 


Paris, France. The American woman 
with her fund of vitaiity can have no 
Idea of the desperate fancy of house 
gowns 
which 
prevails 
among 
tile 
French women. 
A Parisian who 
does 
not 
possess 
three or four negligees is poor, indeed, 
and the better class count their d o z e n s 
of them. They put them on when they 
rise In the morning; they breakfast In 
them half reclining; they go back to 
bed in them; and from that time on 
until afternoon the negligee is the 
gown of the day. 
Often lunch is partaken of in these 
soft flowing gowns and, lazily, toward 
mid-afternOon the French woman al­ 
lows herself to he stripped of the silken 
robe to don the street dress, in which 
She must show herself to the world. 
It would not be well to say th at she 
will take a constitutional, this French 


woman, for sh e will, most likely, drive, 
or t a k e the public conveyances to some 
shopping street where she will dawdle 
along past the shop windows; maybe 
she will, with plnclng steps, tilting up­ 
on her pretty French heels, make a 
cull. 
Bo different Is she from the American 
woman, or the English one, who with 
easy grace walks her mile or more and 
back again; or the English woman who 
with flat heels and swinging strides, 
takes in the country for miles along 
the Thames. 
T H E N EG LIG EE PROPER. 
The negligee with the French woman 
is divided into families, one family con­ 
sisting of the room robe. 
This is made 
of some soft flowing stuff. 
This year 
the China silks are In again and many 
lovely things are seen in them. 
They 
take China silk and cut out of It a long 
loose fitting garment, reaching from 
the neck to the street. 
This they lay 
In tiny little tucks, so th at the whole 
waist and the upper part of the skirt 
is tucked. The tucks suddenly cease at 
uhout a level with the knees and the 
whole gown, which was made a prin­ 
cess, flares out around the feet, m a k i n g 
a full skirt, under which is set a cas­ 
cade cif ruffles. 
The cold blooded and pampered child 
of the house lines her negligee with 
softest flannel which Is so delicately 
attached to Its outer coveting of silk 
that you imagine th e fabric to he all 
one. 
With long stitches the modistes 
“tack” the two together, t h e flannel of 
the* under part and the* silk of the tap­ 
per part, und fashion the gown from 
th e two. 
The house dress, proper-—which Is the 
luncheon gown has progressed won­ 
derfully in a season. 
The Marie An­ 
toinette is the* nearest approach to the* 
conventional luncheon gown of a year 
ago; all others att* very different. The 
Al arle Antoinette has its plain skirt, 


rather fuller around the hips than Is 
required by the season’s cut, while the 
bodice is brought down In front to a 
point a little below the belt line, called 
the* “Marie Antoinette dip.'* 
This is 
only a slight dip, but is extremely be­ 
coming to tile figure. 
The French dip is one th a t can only 
be obtained with a loose fronted waist. 
The waist which is generally a blouse 
is brought 
clown 
from 
four to 
six 
Inches below’ the belt line, and fastened 
there, while the belt is draw n down so 
as to cove r it. 
In the luncheon gown this style is 
carried out in the? brocaded skirt with 
its long lines, touching the floor all the 
way around; and the 
blouse 
waist, 
rallier baggy in front, to perm it of the 
pulling down low. A little house coat, 
cut off under the arms, is worn over 
the blouse. 
Charm ing Empire luncheon 
gowns 
are seen. 
They are carried out In the 
Oriental silks, draped with thin m ate­ 
rials. The Oriental stuffs are in many 
colors, most of them showing the soft 
light shades.

“ GIfiLOLOGf ” IN FRANCE AND AMERICA. 


A Great Deal of Racial and Anthropologi­ 
cal Science Depends Upon the Success­ 
ful Study of This Great Subject 


By the Infanta Eulalie of Spain. 


I am wed aware that the young wo­ 
men of the two 
great 
republics 
of 
France and America are very much 
discussed. I have read most, if not all, 
of the literature on this question, and I 
feel bound to say th a t few writers have 
approached 
the subject with 
minds 
properly prepared to receive correct 
impressions. 
Not belonging either to

How to Economize on the Small 


Things That Shorten the Strings 


of a Long Purse.

Too often It is not the butcher's, bak­ 
er's or grocer’s bills that make such 
inroads upon modest means, but the 
little 
unconsidered 
trifles—the 
sun­ 
dries. 
How they m ount up at the end 
of the week and m onth and year? And 
w hat a cruelly big total 
they make 
when reckoning day comes. 
Take soda, soap and m atches for in­ 
stance. 
The average servant, if left to 
herself, 
simply 
does not 
know 
the 
meaning of the word 
“economy” 
in 
connection with these three things, and 
they seem to get “out" almost as soon 
us purchased. 
The wife and m other who 
has 
to 
m anage upon small means is bound to 
a certain extent to exercise what, for 
w ant of a better word, I must term a 
“c h e e s e p a r i n g policy." 
This does not 
necessarily imply th a t 
she m ust 
be 
mean, hut it is a sine qua non that she 
should be careful, because with only a 
fixed sum ut command, if money 
is 
wasted upon small things it cannot bo 
spent for big ones. 
Let us see then how it is possible to 
save in these small ways which m ount 
up to such a big total. 
Soap, for in­ 
stance, should be bought half a dozen 
bars a t a time. 
These bars 
should 
then be cut up Into small pieces and 
stored in a dry place where they will 
gradually become dry und hurd right 
through and will as a consequence last 
quite twice as long as they otherwise 
do. 
Instead of any of the patented pow­ 
ders for cleaning silver the ordinary 
whiting m ay be used with just as good 
effect it mixed with a little gin or 
methylated spirit. 
In lieu of furniture polish which 
costs a t its cheapest ten cents per bot­ 
tle, and only a small bottle a t that, 
us*? 
beeswax and turpentine, 
which 
may be mixed a t home. 
Its uses, by 
the way, are simply manifold, for It 
will not only serve as 
a 
polishing 
method for floors and furniture, but it 
is an 
excellent substitute for boot 
cream and may be applied successfully 
to either patent leather or glace kid, 
while for brown choca it stands unri­ 
valled. 
Toilet soap Is another thing which 
runs aw ay with a considerable sum of 
money during the year, and m any peo­ 
ple who can not afford it buy un ex­ 
pensive make of toilet soap 
because 
they are afraid of the cheap varieties. 
This is, to a certain extent, a sensible 
plan, but I would point out that lf a 
(heap white soup is bought it will be 
found perfectly safe, because it Is on 
account of the coloring agencies intro­ 
duced into the cheap soaps th a t they 
prove so injurious to the skin, especial­ 
ly in the case of children and babies.
